Plans are now well under way for the First 
Annual Outdpor Inter-Class Meet; which will 
be held at University Field, April 15th, 1905. 

As this will be our first Inter-Class Meet, 
no efforts will be spared to make the occasion 
a most successful and memorable one. There 
is plenty of material in the University .in the 
way of track men, and it is expected that this \ 
meet will mark the debut of many who will in 
the future take a leading part in track ath- k 
letics. 

The schedule of events has not been entirely 
completed, but it will include a 100-yard dash, 
a quarter mile, a half mile, 120-yards hurdles. 
There will also be field events, including pole 
vaulting, running high jump, running broad 
jump, and shot put. In addition to the above 
each freshman class will be represented by a 
relay team.

University Congress 


The Congress on Saturday evening last 
was called to order by Speaker H. M. Cald- 
well, of Tennessee, and after a reading and 
adoption of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, Mr. Merritt, of Arkansas was recognized \ 
to open debate in favor of the bill to abolish 
capital punishment’ in the District of Colum- 
bia, and to substitute life imprisonment there- 
for, in cases in which capital punishment is 
now the penalty. He was followed by Mr. 
Cohen, of Wisconsin who opened debate for 
the opposition to the measure. General de- 
bate of the bill then followed, being partici- 
pated in by Messrs. Nixon, of New Hamp- 
shire; Kennedy, of Pennsylvania; Christian, 
of Indiana; Bone, of Illinois; Rickard, of 
Hawaii and Layne, of Ohio. A motion to 
extend the time of general debate was voted 
down and the chair then recognized Mr. Sell, 
of the Districts Columbia who closed the de- 
bate for the opposition to the measure. Mr. 
Morris, of Kentucky, upon solicitation of the 
chair consented to close the debate in favor 
of the bill, in the absence of the assigned mem- 
ber of the team, and did so creditably. The 
bill was lost by a vote of 9 to 1 7 . 

Several bills Tfrere introduced and referred 
to proper committees. 

On next Saturday evening the Congress 
will resolve itself into a Committee of the 
Whole House on the State of the Union. 
There will be no team or published briefs, but 
under the five minute rule, and the wide lati- 
tude of debate, each member may address his 
remarks to any question or questions which 
may appear to him to be of most importance 
to the whole country or any part thereof. 

It is expected that at the next meeting three 
speakers will be elected to serve consecutively 
for the balance of the session ending April 
29th next. This to enable to picture of such 
speakers as well as of the ex-speakers, to ap- 
pear in the publication of “The Mall/’ There 
will be only seven more meetings of the Con- 
gress this session. 


In many respects this debate, the second of 
a series of three, was the most interesting of 
the year. Upon the result to a great extent 
hung the championship of the present session, 
as the Columbian Society won the first debate, 
and if they had sectired the decision last night 
they would have captured the series. 

One of the largest audiences* which ever at- 
tended a debate at the University gave the 
closest attention to the arguments of the 
young lawyers, and the full merits of the 
whipping post were advanced by the Colum- 
bians and its evils pictured by the Needham 
in a most creditable manner. Senator Mar- 
tin, in delivering the decision of the judges, 
complimented the young men upon their 
ability, and said they were a credit to the Uni- 
versity. 

The debaters were Messrs. Myers, New- 
meyer, and Rhodes, of the Columbian Society, 
for the affirmative, and Messrs. Hellerstedt, 
Hickox, and Pharr, of the Needham Club for 
the negative. All six of the debaters made 
strong speeches, and were generously ap- 
plauded by the supporters of the two organiza- 
tions. v - . ... 

The judges announced their decision for the 
negative, and awarded first honors to Robert 
Baxter Pharr, of North Carolina, and second 
honors to Alvin L. Newmeyer, of the District 
of Columbia. 

In the latter part of April the third debate 
of the series will be held, when the champion- 
ship will be decided. s Already the' two so- 
cieties are preparing for this, and will bring 
about the selection of their finest debaters 
and orators. The series last year was won by 
the Needham Debating Society.
